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EDITORIALS 
Being Prepared 


There is nothing but common sense and 
good judgment in the nations of the world 
being prepared for eventualities with regard 
to the Soviet Republics. There are too many 
signs that the Communists in Moscow are 
not planning any above board policy of peace. 
Until the Western world stands ready and 
fully armed for any sudden attack, it would 
be the height of folly to reduce the efforts 
that alone secure safety and spell the neces- 
sity of being prepared. 

The Soviet statesmen, if they can be call- 
ed by the name, instead of Communist thugs, 
are quite plainly engaged in a policy of 
bleeding the Western nations white with 
preparations for a threatened war. When 
the point of despair has been reached, Mos- 
cow will act openly and, like a vulture fly 
to the kill. That is clearly the picture in 
Moscow’s mind. 

But the Western world is not likely to 
falter or fall down in its economy, or its 
preparation for defence. Whatever the cost 
or sacrifice wil! be, the free nations must 
rearm to meet a wicked and deceptive foe. 

British publications are stressing the 
thought that the Churchill government’s 
steps to strengthen the program for re- 
armament, and to re-establish the national 
home guard, are signs that the west realizes 
the risk of war with Russia has not dimin- 
ished. It is wisdom to Be Prepared. 

With Winston Churchill back in power, 
and resuming his world-famous trips abroad 
in the interests of world security, the 
famous Churchillian “‘V” for Victory sign 
and the ever-present Churchill cigar are 
signs of confidence to a troubled world. 


Ornithopter and 
Snallygaster 


A recent editorial in this paper told about 
a new flying something or other at Medicine 
Hat that was called the ornithopter. Now 
comes word from Baltimore that the orni- 
thopter is just an attempt to copy the 
snallygaster, which was famous in Mary- 
land some twenty years ago. 

The main difference between the orni- 
thopter and the snallygaster is that the 
snallygaster is a creature and the orni- 
thopter a mechanical whatsit. Maryland’s 
snallygaster beat its wings, rode a bicycle 
and uttered strange, low snallygasterian 
cries, according to the old reports, which 
are being retraced today. The snallygaster 
also had a habit of raiding moonshine stills 
in the North Maryland country, which voca- 
tion the ornithopter cannot hope to pursue, 
being a mechanical contraption. 

Marylanders, these days, are making 
snide remarks about the ornithopter and 
saying they had a flying whatsit some 
twenty years ago. The ornithopter, they 
say, is just a cheap imitation of the orig- 
inal snallygaster, and the argument. goes 
on in the newspapers. Whether you pre- 
fer the ornithopter or the snallygaster—that 
is the question, if anyone cares. 


A Thorny Problem 


One of the most difficult problems to 
contemplate faces parliament before another 
general election can be called by Ottawa. 
This is the redistribution problem, which will 
likely have to be tackled during the next 
session of parliament. 

The electoral quota for each constituency 
now is reported to be 53,585, on the basis 
of the census of population for 1951, of 
$13,893,208, giving a house of 262 members. 
There are instances where constituencies 
must be merged and others divided, and 
countless arguments and objections are sure 
to be heard regarding the decisions of the 
electoral committee when it gets to work. 

It will be a task of giants to satisfy all 
parties, and it is not likely such a result 
will be achieved, even with the ‘very best 
of intentions and the wisest policy of com- 
promise. What interests Alberta, however, 
ig that this province’s representation will be 
increased by at least one member. Sask- 
atchewan’s will be reduced by about one. 

The west is not gaining in representation 
as rapidly as is hoped, but the way is slow 
and the inequalities between the populous 
east and the less populated wést will some 
day be more fairly dealt with.

IS YOUR FARMING 
LARGE ENOUGH? 


By GEORGE WENGRENIUK 

RICH VALLEY—In every coun- 
try in the world, in every cen- 
tury of man's progress it has been 
the tiller of the soil who has car- 
ried the weight of civilization. 
Here in Canada it is even more 
true. In Alberta the sale” of bar- 
ley alone is equal to the total pro- 
duction value of our famous oil- 
fields. The foundation of our 
economy, the very structure of our 
national life is built upon the in- 
dustry, initiative and toil of men 
who produce food for the nation 
and for the peoples of the world. 

The modern Canadian farmer 
must not only have a strong back, 
he must have a good education and 
above all be a good business man, 
because of the greater capital in- 
vestment, This brings me to one of 
the many factors which will event- 
ually lead to a better understand- 
ing of the whole farming enter- 
prise and'in this way to continual 
improvement, greater’ efficiency 
and higher profits. The factor that 
I will deal with in this issue is, “Is 
your farm large enough to fully 
utilize the family labor’? 

Here is a guide in determining 
labor requirements on Canadian 
farms. Work days required for 
each farm enterprise is listed be- 
low.
